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Pursuant to the directives of the response filed 10/1/04, claim 2 has been cancelled, and 
claim 1 amended. Claims 1 and 3-27 remain pending. 

Applicants' election of Group 1 is acknowledged. However, applicants have failed to 
elect species, as required of the previous Office action. As indicated previously, the 
species to be elected are each of the following: 

(a) a specific polypeptide which is to be folded, such as one of the following: 
Cys 10 , Cys", Cys 34 , Cys 50 (S-t-Bu)-hu-TARC 

Cys 11 , Cys 34 , Cys 50 (S-t-Bu)-hu-TARC 

Cys 10 , Cys 11 , Cys 26 , Cys 34 , Cys 50 , Cys 68 (S-t-Bu)-hu-I-309 

(b) a specific "chaotropic salt" which must be present during the folding; 

(c) a specific pH at which the folding is to take place (e.g., a pH of 8.0); 

(d) a specific reducing agent (e.g., cysteine) that is present in the folding buffer. 



Thus, election of a total of four different species is required. 



Applicant is advised that a response to this requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected consonant with 
this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a generic 
claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims to additional species which are witten in 
dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added 
after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP 809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentable distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify 
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such evidence now of record showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either 
instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. §103 of the other invention. 

The time for response (one month) is reset pursuant to this Office action. However, 
failure to elect species in response to this Office action will result in abandonment of the 
application.
